One Tory member only, Mr. Evelyn, 
member for Deptford, left the party in con- 
sequence, and resigned his seat. The Liberals 
entertain strong hopes of carrying Wilfred 
Blunt for the vacant seat. A great demon- 
stration is to be held to-night in favor 
of Blunt at Deptford, at which Stanfeld, 
a former colleague of Gladstone, will 
speak. Another bye election, that at Win- 
chester, owing to the death of the Tory mem- 
ber, Col. Tottenham, is not likely to result in 
the return of a Liberal. Irish members like 
Dillon are working with great energy, address- 
ing the electors, but Winchester is a sleepy 
old constituency, one of the smallest under 
the last scheme of redistribution.

MUTINY AMONG SOLDIERS. 

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, December 28.—A state 
of semi-mutiny prevails among the soldiers of 
the York and Lancaster Regiments, quartered 
in the Wellington Barracks. Bad feeling bas 
beqn brewing among certain companies for 
some time. Two-thirds of the regiment and 
its officers prepared to celebrate Christmas in 
old English style. They handsomely decorated 
the barracks and issued invitations for a ball. 
During yesterday there was a great deal 
of drinking among the men, in fact 
most of them were drunk, when orders were 
issued that no more liquor should be supplied 
to the men of Company G. The men of that 
company had had enough to be very ugly, and 
frem that moment trouble was assured. At 
6 o’ clock the festivities and all preparations 
for the ball were brought to a sudden stop by 
the discovery that the barracks had been set 
on fire. The fire was soon located in Company 
G’s apartment and was quickly extinguished. 
It was clearly the work of an incendiary. 
Three of the soldiers were in the 
place at the time. They were put under 
guard, but the whole battalion was called 
out into the exercising grounds, formed in 
companies, extra sentries and guards pat on 
duty, and orders given that no man should 
leave the barracks that night; that all festivi- 
tles were at an end, andthe ball was indefi- 
nitely postponed. The men were terribly en- 


raged at the severity of the orders issued by 


Col. Luck, and that commanding officer, 
clad in full uniform, was hooted and jeered at 
by the frenzied soldiers. A mob of them is 
reported to have surrounded and badly 
jostled him. The same barracks were burned 
twenty years ago.

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SUDDEN AND UNPRECEDENTED FALL LAST 
NIGHT. 


The Mercury Drops Over Ten Degrees an 
Hour--The First Below Zero” of the 
Winter—Velecity of the Wind—Reports 
From the North—The Festive Blizzard 


Everywhere—Prospects for To-Night.

The fall in the temperature last evening was 
the most sudden that this city has ever ex- 
perienced. Within an hour and a half the 
mercury fell 17 degs. at the rate of over ll 
degs.an hour. At 2 p. m. yesterday the tem- 
perature stood at 83 degs, and a little 
after that a drizzling rain set in, 
caused by a low barometer area movg 
ing eastward across this city. The 
rain lasted durfhg all the afternoon. As 
the night fell the rain continued, and the 
mercury still stood at 33. People going 
home to supper hustied through the 
rain, some without overcoats and 
grasping umbrellas’ with bare and 
moist hands. Softly the rain came down with 
the wind blowing warm from the south. At 
7:25 p. m. the wind gave a jump into the west, 
and the sndden influx of cold air changed the 
precipitation to snow, which fell 
fitfully for about an hour. With the shifting 
of the wind the mercury, like a sick ocean 
passenger, went below. 

IT TUMBLED ITS WHITE LENGTH 
down the tube so fast that at 9 
o’clock, when the signal observer 
read his thermometer it had fallen 
to 16 degs., a fall from 83 in the hour anda 
half, The wind all the while was increasing 
in velocity. From twelve miles at 2 p. m. it 
rose to 34 by 9 p. m., and between 1 
and 2 o clock this morning 
touched a speed of fifty miles. 
All night it averaged between 86 and 50 miles. 
This morning at 6 o’clock it was only blowing 
a 26-mile rate. 
ANOTHER COLD NIGHT. 

In spite of the steady gale the mer- 
cu went right on down the tube 
an et a. m. to-day marked 
2 degrees below zero, the lowest this winter. 
At the same hour in Forest Park, the read- 
ing was4 below. In the former shelter shed 
the reading was 4 deg. above, but 2 deg. below 
is the official record. At2o’clock this after - 
noon the temperat was 8 above and the 
wind had fallen to eighteen miles. The Signal 
observers think it will be as cold to-night as 
last, with a prospect of its getting a little 
lower. Sergt. Chappel said to-day: ‘‘Yester- 
day’s drop was 8 unusual for St. 
Louis. It was very much like a Texas norther 
which I have seen cause a fall of 10 degs. in 
ten minutes.’’ 

In the Northwest it was still v cold this 
morning, the mercury ranging all the way 
between 20 and 30 below. There is every pros- 
pect of the south getting pretty weil nipped, 
as this wave is a big one.

NOW BEING CUT FROM PONDS IN VARIOUS 
PARTS OF THE CITY. 


Hew a House Committee Pigeen-Holed a 
Bill and Left the Health Department 
Helpless—The Citizens of Carondelet Ob- 
ject to the Quality of Gas Furnished 
Making Ready for a Wedding—Diph- 
theria Decreasing—Municipal Matters. 


The Health Department has issued twenty- 
eight permits to various parties to cut ice at 
different points about the city. Some of these 
permits are for cutting ice from ponds which 
last summer were condemned as nuisances. 
One case in particular illustra tes 
the defects in the law governing the cutting of 
ice. Application was made fora permit to 
cutice from apond which was pumped out 
last summer by the department. Its contents 
then were so offensive. that the -resi-: 
dents in the vicinity reroon strated 
against any further disturbance of 
the pool. It was found necessary to 
run the stagnant water a distance of 200 feet. 
The smell from this was so offensive that the 
department had to disinfect the trench. The 
first application made to cut ice since the ad- 
vent of the cold spell was for this pond, 
which refilled in the fall Under the 
ordinance the applicant gives bond 


that the ice cut is to de used 
only for cooling purposes and not for con- 
sepa He a Early in the present session of the 
Municipal Assembly an ordinance was intro- 
duced giving the ard of Health power to 
regulate ice cutting, but this has lodged in the 
boxes of the Sanitary Committee of the House 
of Delegates and a store of unclean ice is now 
being coilected for use next summer. Ap- 
plications have. even been made for 
ermits to cut ice from small pools, used by 
umber-men inthe summer time to season 
timber. The authorities are without power to 
prohibit using this unclean ice and exhaust 
their resources when they make the applicant 
give bond that the store gathered from the 
ponds now willnotbe used for human con- 
sumption. 


Carondelet Gas. 


Mayor Francis is again considering the Ca- 
rondelet gas problem. The Citizens’ Com- 
mittee has decided to invoke whatever law 
there may be in their favor and to see that the 


contract with the 
p are carried out. Messrs. 
Hoffmeister and Hartnett, the 
sub-committee, appeared before the Mayor 
to-day. and informed him that the gas fur- 
nished Carondelet was of a very poor quality. 
Unfortunately there isno proof at hand that 
will be of any service in court against the 
company in an attempt to establish 
the alieged default in contracts. Daily 
official tests have not been made, as was 
provided for,and though the citizens of Caron- 
delet are very positive that they have been 
furnished oF an inferior quality of gas they 
cannot establish the fact so as to take advan- 
tage of the conditions of contract. 


Diphtheria Decreasing. 


The reports received from physicians by 
Health Commissioner Dudley show that there 
are fewer new cases of diphtheria so far this 
week than there have been reported in the 
corresponding length of time for several 
weeks. This is accounted for by 
the fact that the schools are closed and 
the chances of the disease spreading are con- 
sequentiy less. The fumigating corps is 
taking advantage of the cold spell to visit 
houses where the disease putin an appear- 
ance. They will visit as many houses as possi- 
ble during the Christmas vacation.

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LUMBER LEASES. 


More Than $5,000,000 Worth of Canadian 
Forests Controlled by Americans. 


‘*Since the forests of the peninsula of Mich- 
igan have been nearly destroyed,’’ said J. W. 
McKeon of Bay City, Mich., to a Post-Dis- 
PATCH reporter to-day, ‘‘there has been not 
only a drift southward of the lumbermen, but 
also a still more pronounced movement north- 
ward, The Canadian forests in the neighbor- 
hood of the great lakes have been 


almost untouched, and within the last 
two years thousands of acres of 
woodland have been leased by lumbermen on 
this side of the boundary. These leases are 
generally for one year with the privilege of re- 
newal from year to year forfour. This was done 
with the object of providing against any possi- 
ble trouble that might arise een the 
United States and Canada, and I believe that 
the existence of these contracts would have a 

eat influence in the _ direction of 

armony should any dispute arise. 
The contracts are of great benefit both 
to the Canadians and Americans, as the 
former have no market for lumber and no 
mills to saw it, while the latter have every- 
thing but the raw material. The Canadian 
lumber is not nearly as good as that of Michi- 
gan, as the trees are generally greried and 
stunted,have been most extensively destroyed 
by Wrest fires, and do not furnish within 40 
per cent as much lumber to the tree as the 
American forests did in their day. But the 
supply is almost unlimited, labor is cheap, 
transportation easy during the winter, and the 
lakes afford a ready means of transit. Lumber 
to the value of at least $5,000,000 is now under 
lease by American parties, and their holdings 
will be largely increased during the coming 
year.

KEPT THE POSTMASTER BUSY. 


The Heavy Increase of Holiday Mail Matter 
at New York. 


New Tonk, December 23.—Postmaster Pear-

Littleton, who was shot Saturday last by 
Joseph R. Banks, continued to sink all day 
yesterday and died at 2:80 this morning. Mr. 
Littleton would have been 29 years old had he 
lived to the first of January, and was born and 
reared in Roanoke County, this State, being 


7 -eminently a self-made man. When emerg- 
ne from his teens he borrowed a few 
standard volumes from Sedge James Sevier of 
Kingston, and these he studied at night, teach- 
ing a public school during the day. At the age 
of 21 he began to practice law at Kingston, but 
soon left the bar for journalism, his first venture 
being the founding of the Cyclone, a Demo- 
cratic weekly at Kingston. In 1882 he moved 
to Chattanooga and started the Daily Demo- 
crat. There he remained until 188, when he 
came to Nashville and started the National Re- 
view, asthe Republican organ of the State. 
In politics he remained a Democrat until 1884. 
He left the Democratic State Convention 
two years later, when the ‘‘fifty and 0 
plank’’ on the State debt was adopted, and 
announced that he was no longer a Democrat, 
Since that time he has been an extreme Re- 
ublican. He was elected to the islature 
rom Davidson County last fall. At the time 
of his death he was cretary and Treasurer 
ofthe Republican State Executive Committee 
and Vice-President from Tennessee of the Na- 
tional Republican Olub. He was the leader of 
the Blaine forces in Tennessee until the late 
New York election, after which he espoused 
Sherman as the most available nominee of nis 
arty for President in 1888. Beside a wife, he 
eaves two children, both boys, the youngest 
only four months old.

RAILROAD TRAINS SERIOUSLY OBSTRUCT- 
ED IN THE NORTH AND WEST.

A.Decided Improvement in the Running ef 
St. Leuts Trains—Only a Few Delays and 
Little Inconvenience Suffered—Long De- 
lays Reported 
Reason for Slow 


The extreme cold of last night and this 
morning did not have much effect on trains. 
Whey all arrived on very fair time at the Union 
Depot. A majority of them came in exactly 
on time, and those that were late, witha few 
exceptions, were only afew minutes behind 
time. The Vandalia was about a helf-hour 
late, the Wabash East an hour, and the Ohio & 
Mississippi an hour and a balf behind time. 
The third section of the Missouri Pacific, train 
No. 4, was also considerably late, but the 


other trains of this road were on time or very 
close to it. An Ohio & Mississippi conductor 
who brought inthe Cincinnati train stated 
that when he left Porkopolis last night the 
ngers were so hot that they threw the 
windows open. At 11:30 p. m. nearly 
window inthe car was open. About mid- 
might the blizzard struck them, and in two 
minutes there was not a window in the train 
open. Those trains which arrived late were 
seer d delayed by strong winds whicb re- 
ed their speed. 
TROUBLE IN THE WEST. 

The train on the Missouri Pacific which was 
late, the third section of No. 4, was delayed by 
accidents from the cold west of Kansas City, 
and did not arrive until long after time The 
other sections made the connections,however, 
so that theBe was little inconvenience. Re- 
ports from the Pueblo extension give accounts 
of a blizzard raging in that region, and while 
the trains were still moving there was every 
3 of delays. Every train on the Wabash 

est was on time except one, and this was 
the St. Paul train, which waited for the St. 
Paul connection at Ottumwa, but did not get 
it as the St. Paul train was twelve hours late 
owing to snow andcold. The delayed train 
will reach here to-night. The absence of se- 
vere snowstorms with the cold wave has of 
course been of,great advantage to the roads 
and has enabled them to make fair time. The 
Iron Mountain and other southern roads were 
in fine shape. 

THE REASONS FOr DELAYS. 

are several reasons that trains 
said a railroad man to- 
cold weather; of course if 
a snowstorm or even 1 
moderate fall of snow, that is reason enough, 
or H there is sleet or rain followed by freez- 
ing weather, trains must be delayed, as the 
snow packs in the track or the rails become 
slick and impede running. In — coid 
weather the trouble is with steaming up 
in the first place, as there is a loss of heat by 
radiation and more heat is required owing to 
the temperature of the metal and the water; 
then the lubricants are hard and one of the 
main reasons is the freezing out of the 
men. In cold weather they don’t move 
with their usual alacrity, and in this way 
cause delay. In extremely cold weather there 
is always order issued to train men not to 
make up timp on fast trains, as there is some 
danger of the metal snapping from sudden 
and severe changes in temperature. Of course 
hen one train is delayed the whole schedule 
more or less deranged, as 
an accident may happen between 
atations, and trains must be flagged 
d when a train dispatcher learns of it he 
olds other trains to avoid accident. Alto- 
gether the reasons are generally cumulative, 
and a road goes from bad to worse until every- 
thing is straightened out. Another big rea- 
son is a strong head or side. wind against a 
train, particularly if it should be heavy to be- 
with.

REPLY OF MERCHANTS AND DRUMMERS TO 
4 GLOBE-DEMOCRAT ATTACK. 


Statements to the Effect That Decreased 
Trade for 1888 is Expected by Whole- 
salers Pronounced False—Forces of 
Traveling Salesmen Being Increased for 
the Coming Year and All the Old Drum - 
mers Being Retained—What C. C. Rain- 
water, E. C. Simmons and Other Mer- 
chants Say—A Burst Sensation. 


The Globe-Democrat to-day aroused the an- 
ger and resentment of wholesale dealers in 
St. Louis, and drummers, by the publication of 
sn article to the effect that a great reduction 
in the number of traveling men was contem- 
plated by large houses, Though it was ad- 
mitted the trade of 1887 had far exceeded that 
of any previous year, it was stated that the 
force of drummers for 1888 would be 
much smaller than heretofore in 
anticipation of decreased business, Accord- 
ing to this article wholesale houses were 
chary of engaging even old men, and limited 
many engagements made to thirty days. ‘‘The 
statements are so absurd,’’ said a traveling 
man, ‘‘thatI cannot but conclude they were 
written by a reporter like many of the 
new cheap drummers referred to in the 
article, I do not know of any 
man, good, bad or indifferent, that 
has not an engagement for 1868. Onthe con- 
trary, scores of business firms are 0 crowded 
with business that they are either extending 
their present quarters or have secured 
new locations where they will have more 
space to accommodate their increased trade. 
Then again is it reasonable if, as the paper 
admits, the business of last year was the 
largest the city ever had, that merchants will 
sit down and let men go who caused this in- 
crease? Would any one but a fool think a 
merchant could decrease his force of 1887 for 
1888 and expect to do as much business? Isn't it 
natural for men to try to increase their business 
over preceding years? The facts are that the 
houses are allincreasing their force of drum- 
mers for 1888, and intend going in new terri- 
tory never attempted by St. Louis before. 
personally know of a number of new men who 
Will represent St. Louis that come from houses 
in four ot the largest Western cities, besides 
three from New York and o from Boston.’’ 

A tour of the wholesale hoises failed to find 
one which had concluded to reduce its force. 
All were agreed that there was 
no basis whatever for the ar- 
ticle in the Giobe- Democrat.

O. O. RAINWATER: 

Wo employed twenty-five salesmen in 1887 
and shall employ more next year. Our busi- 
ness never vy so good and weseeno reason 
why it hould not be better 
next year. There is nothing ap- 
parent in the condition of the country 
to justify a contrary prediction. All are 
agreed on this, I think, and no firms ever care 
to make changes in their force of traveling 
salesmen when changes can be avoided,.’’

unloading on it at par the Kansas Pacific 
stock which they had bought fora song. 
They first used their power as managing 
directors of the U. P. to bankrupt the 
K. P. by refusing, contrary to the express 
provisions of the Pacific Railroad char- 
ters, to pro-rate with the K. P., and then, 
having bought the K. P. stock for them- 
selves at a merely mgminal price, they 
bought it for the Union Pacific from 
themselves at par. 

If Mr. CLEVELAND will read the recent 
Ohio decision in the Hocking Valley Rail- 
road injunction suit, it wil] confirm him 
in the intention imputed to him. A syn- 
dicate bought nearly all the stock of three 
railroad companies, consolidated the 
companies in a new one, which issued 
new stock in exchange for the old, and 
then, as directors of the new company, 
they mortgaged its property for $8,000,000, 
the mortgage stating that the money was 
procured for usein laying a double track 
and making other improvements. But 
instead of laying a double track they 
used the proceeds of the mortgage in buy- 
ing for the company from themselves the 
stock of a coal mining company, of which 
they were the principal owners, at about 
ten times its actual value. And now the 
Ohio decision is that the directors could 
not lawfully buy stock from themselves 
and pay for it with the railroad company’s 
funds; thatthe transaction was null and 
void because it was a fraud upon the 
company’s creditors, and that the cor- 
poration can, as quasi trustees for its 
creditors, follow its funds and claim an 
equity in whatever they were invested in, 

Newspaper reports of the evidence ob- 
tained by the Pacific Railroad Commission 
in regard to the K.P. transaction put 
GOULD and SaGE in precisely the same 
predicament as those Hocking Valley 
Railroad directors. ‘After the decision in 
the case of the latter, it would seem that 
there should be no further delay in taking 
steps to make GOULD and Saaz pay to the 
Union Pacific the difference between the 
price they paid and the price at which 
they unloaded on it their Kansas Pacific 
purchase.

\SCHEME OF WISCONSIN RAILROADS TO SE- 
CURE LANDS NOT GRANTED THEM. 


A Strong Memorial Eeceived by the Prasi- 
dent—Carlisie and Randall Come to an 
Understanding Regarding Tariff Legis- 
lation—A Hotel Man Knocked Out— 
The Land Commissionership.

WASHINGTON, D. C., December %.-—The 
President, Attorney-General and Secretary of 
the Interior have received a memorial from 
the Board of Supervisors of St. Croix County, 
Wis., calling attention to the scheme of the 
Wisconsin railroads to gather in lands not 
granted them. Among other things the docu- 
ment says: ‘‘We respectfully represent with 
regard to the recent opinion or decision of the 
Attorney-General, giving eonstruction to sec- 
tion 5 of the act of Congress entitied, ‘An act 
to provide for the adjustment of land grants 
made by Congress to aid in the construction 
of railroads,’ approved March 8, 1887, in 
which decision the Attorney-General in 
effect declares that the words in 
said section limiting its operation to 
„Lands being the numbered sections described 
in the grants,’ apply to and include not only 
such lands within the indemnity belt as were 
never promised to be given by Congress, and 
also to lands lying within the granted limits of 
the said Wisconsin railways. We respectfully 
show that such decision will, if carried out 
and enforced, permit afew parties who have 
acted in collusion with the said railways to 
secure the title (on payment of $1.25 an acre) 
to large areas of lands, which lands they well 
know were never promised by Congress to be 
given to said railways, and as to which lands, 
section 7 of said act of Congress, approved 
March 3, 1887, would seem toforbid that they 
should be given to said railways or to any 
corporation or individual claiming under 
them, but only to the class of claimants de- 
scribed in sections 8 and 4 of said act. 
We further represent that said construction, 
so given by the Attorney-General to section 
5, will not in any way add to the protection of 
cultivators of the land or of any settlers who 
may have purchased lands which were not 
promised by Congress to said Wisconsin rail- 
ways, because such settiers and cultivators are 
protected by other provisions of law.’’ 

Senators Spooner and Sawyer have been en- 


listed in the opposition to the scheme of the 
railroad corporations, and a strong effort will 
be made to prevent the Wisconsin roads from 
seizing the lands. . 

TARIFF LEGISLATION, 

The developments of the past few days go 
far to confirm the statement made in the PoaT- 
DISPATCH some time ago to the effect that Mr. 
Carlisle and Mr. Randall have so far come to 
an understanding onthe subject of tariff re- 
duction as to make comparatively certain the 
passage of a bill which, if it does not follow 
accurately the lise marked out by the Presi- 
dent, will in the main effect the reforms which 
he recommends, A number of prominent 
Democratic Con smen have been devoting 
considerable time to the discussion of the 
tariff subject since the recess began. Mr. 
Carlisle, whose time is not wholly occupied 
with putting the finishing touches to 
his committees, has been in confer- 
ence with a number of his colleagues with 
what is generally regarded as the most en- 
couraging results. n every side, however, 
one hears talk of compromise. Mr. Carlisle is 
an enthusiastic champion of tariff reduction, 
but heis above all things a man of sound 
sense and understands fully that half a loaf is 
pation * ne Bei He does Bot believe, 
owever, that it w o necessary to agree on 
half measures in this matter, but is prepared 
to make substantial concessions in order to 
secure the passage of a bill which will effecta 
reduction in the revenue. One hears little 
talk ofany disposition of the surplus already 
in the Treasury. If means are taken to prevent 
any material additions to the sum already in 
the vaults, itis not believed that any harm

AN INTERNATIONAL WAR. 


— 


Serious Pitched Battle Between Rassian and 
Hungarian Miners at Hibernia. 


New Tonk, December 28,—There was peace 
in Hibernia until three months ago. Then the 
Russians came and brought war, Hibernia is 
a mining town of about 1, 100 souls atthe foot 
of three hills in Morris County, New Jersey. 


It is a desolate region, and except rocks and |. 


scrub oak trees, it has nothing to boast of but 
magnetic iron ore. Seven hundred men are 


employed in the mines of the town. Nearly 
one-third of them are Hungarians 
and Russians. Until September these 
two classes of tollers worked side by side in 
harmony. Their wages were put up to $1.50 per 
day and some Russian miners who had lost 
their jobs in Pennsylvania, came to Hibernia 
aud bevan to make trouble. The Hungarians 
were forced to lodge by themselves. The Rus- 
sians also went into huts by themselves. This 
international difficulty broke out into a battle 
on Monday afternoon. Everybody was cele- 
brating Christmas. There were six Hunga- 
rians in one party at John C. Hasslin’s saloon 
atthe northern end of the village, and three 
times during the morning they had been as- 
sauited by a squad of twenty Russians. Both 
armies were drunk. Women hardly dared to 
go out on the public road. 
At3:30 p. m. the Russians Moved in force 
upon the Hungarians in Haaslin’s saloon, 
ey bad stones in their pockets and flour- 
ished clubs, shovels, bottles and knives. Con- 
stable Amzi Waer saw them march up to Hass- 
lin’s front door. He ran tothe kitchen en- 
trance and warned the proprietor. Hasstin is 
old and a and he called to his son for 
belp. The ussians had battered in the front 
door, and, though the first intruders were 
frightened out, the gang behind them forced 
the door again. Then there was a rally by the 
Hungarians,and the whole crowd was soon out 
on the roadway. The Russians used their knives 
and stones and shovels and clubs for all the 
were worth, The Hungarians were not awed, 
but they seized some of the weapons of their 
antagonists and foughtthem down the road, 
foot by foot. Both sides yelled for reinforce- 
ments. No Russians responded, but some 
Hungarians came from the upper Hibernia 
Hilland then slowly the Hungarians drove 
their enemies down the village road. After 
being driven slowly back tor a quarter of a 
mile, the Russians scattered and ran. 
. The face of every man in the battle was bat- 
tered and bloody. One of the Hun ans, 
John Magyour, was found stabbed in the back 
under the shoulder blade. Another Hun- 
garian, — Parcely, had his left arm cut 
open from the shoulder to the elbow. Maik 
Kiajnak, a Russian, was reported as having a 
fractured skull. Andrew Magyour received, 
it is thought, his death wounds. He was 
carried from the road — from a 
stab in the back three inches long and 
very deep. On the b ot his head, 
just above the left ear, his scalp having been 
cut open with a heavy bottle. Dr. Robert 
Lumsden of Rockaway says there is little hope 
of saving. his life. John Sutyok and Bis 
brother epee. the Russian leader, were 
accused of having stabbed Magyour, John 
and one other Russian ran away from Hiber- 
nia on Monday night. Mychael could not be 
found until yesterday, when Constable Waer 
arrested him. Others of the rioters will be 
arrested to-day.

A PLUCKY PREACHER, 


Rev. Mr. Hill Holds His Own Against a Bar- 
Room Full of Rowdies. 


By Telegraph to the Post-D1sPaTcu. 
BaTH, Me., December 28.—On the day of the 
Firemen’s Muster several clergymen visited 
a certain Bath hotel. They saw a perfect 
stream of men pouring in at the front door, 
across the corridor and through a door to the 


right. They watched the movements of the 
men for some time and then joined the throng 
and were swept along with it. In aroom they 
went into lunch was seen spread out equipped 
with all the usual drinks. The bartenders 
were too busy to notice the 

of the vigilance committee, 

crowd evidentiy did not know the clergy- 
men. Suddenly there dashed through the door 
the form ofthe landlord. He was frantic and 
when he was told who the visitors were the 
crowd quickly disappeared. With the escaping 
frequenters, Rev. Mr. Remick made his exit 
from the hotel unobserved. The towering 
form of the Rev. Mr. Hill absorbed the atten- 
tion of the landlord and his colleagues, and 
they held an exciting mass- meeting upon the 
spot. Mr. Hill was hustled out of the bar- 
room into the hall and into another room. 

‘*You will ruin my business, said the land- 
lord. This is the first time I have run an 
open bar and it was only for to-day that I 
threw it open. If you will only let me off this 
time, I will promise that it shall be the last 
time. I shall not be found in this business in 
Bath a. 

Mr. Hill turned a deaf ear. He would not 
budge an inch from his purpose, and then the 
half dozen men around him became violent in 
their manner. He asked them to open the 
door and allow him to pass out. No attention 
was paic to his repeated demands. The men 
in the room with him were intensely excited. 
They surrounded him and made gestures 
which he deemed threatening. He drew him- 
self to his full height of 6 feet and 8 inches, 
and reaching back with his long right arm 
placed his hand under his coat tail and in the 
region of the pistol-pocket. 

Gentlemen, if you mean to use violence I 
am prepared for you,’’ hesaid. The landlord 
and his colleagues fell back to a respectful 
distance and then came the Marshal to search 
the premises. The bar-room was searched 
but no liquor was found beyond a few drops in 
the bottoms of jugs and bottles which had 
4 been hastily emptied down the 
spout. These few drops and the bottles were 
brought into the municipal court and the two 
ministers told what they hadseen. The Judge 
held that the evidence was insufficient and 
Gismissed the case.

ANXIOUS SUSPENSE,

Boston, Mass., December 28.—Collector 
Saitonstall was too ill yesterday to devote 
himself to the perusal of Secretary Fairchild’s 
notification removing twenty-three Custom- 
house employes.

LORD DURHAW’S SENSATIONAL SPEECH AND. 
ITS EFFECT ON RACING EVERYWHERE. 


| The Remarks Which Astounded the Patrons 


of the Turf. in England — The Franken- 
stein of Pugilism Across the Water— A 
Once-Noted Ball Piayer Dead — New 
Athletic Club—Sporting News and Notes. 


Mr. Orickmore in the WorRLD has the fol- 
lowing comments on the English turf scandal: 

There are two banquets or dinners annu- 
ally given in England to which much attention 
is paid for the reason that the replies to the 
toasts of the evening are looked forward to as 
the semi-offictal expressions of the powers 
the speakers represent. One is the reply to 
the toast: Her Majesty’s Ministers, at the 
Lord Mayor’s banquet at the Mansion House, 
London, on November 9, a speech that on 
more than one occasion has startled all 
Europe. The other is the annual dinner 
ot the Gimcrack Club, at York, at which 
the reply to the toast, The Stew- 
ards of the Jockey Olub,’’ usually 
brings out the views of that body on the rac- 
ing of the season just ended and sometimes 
their inteutions in the matter of reforms for 
the season tocome. The dinner held at Hark- 
er's Hotel, York, on the 18th inst., was the 
IAst annual meeting of the ‘‘Ancient Fra- 
ternity of York Gimcracks,’’ the proceedings 
of which have not only attracted ail interested 
in racing in England, but the echoes ot which 
will be heard round the world, and cause 
a stricter surveillance over racing not only 
in England, but in this country, and 
wherever racing is part and parcel of the 
amusement of the people. The speaker 


of the evening was the Hon. James Lowther, 
one of the three stewards of the Jockey Club, 
but as he followed the sensational speech 
made by Lord Durham, who replied to the 
toast to the ‘‘Stewards and Patrons of York 
Races, Mr. Lowther’s remarks were some- 
what anticipated, and of a necessity he was 
forced to defend the turf against the broad 
charges made by Lord Durham. At first Lord 
Durham’s speech did not attract special atten- 
tion. It was judged as treating the evil practices 
alleged froma general standpoint. But the 
charges soon took shape, until finally it 
was alleged and afterwards positively 
asserted that the stable alluded to was 
that owned by Sir George Chetwynd and 
trained by R. G. Sherrard at Newmarket, and 
in whose hands at the beginning of the racing 
season were the horses owned by Lord Lur- 

an, Sir George Arthur, Gen. Owen Williams 

r. H. Hungerford, Mr. W. R. Marshall and 
M. A. de Montgomery. Judged by the cable 
dispatches during the past week the charges 
made by Lord Durham have led to one duel 
taiked about, an investigation by the Jockey 
Club and a suit for 1 before the courts. 
What Lord Durham really said will no 
doubt de of interest to man read- 
ers of the WORLD. He began by allud- 
ing to the fact that the stewards of the 
Jockey Club had again issued their annual 
notice to jockeys to send in their applications 
for licenses to ride in 1889, which as usual, was 
coupled with a notice to the effect that they 
willin future withdraw the license of any 
jockey who aay be proved to have any inter- 
est in any race horse or to have been engaged 
in any betting transactions.’’ In connection 
with which Lord Durham said: If they in- 
force this rule we shall see a very different 
list of names of principal winning jockeys at 
the end of next season. These remarks 
naturally created much astonishment, and as 
they were followed by some ofthe plainest kind 
of talk about owners ‘‘for putting up jockeys 
of ill-repute to win them races, what are we 
to say of owners who also employ them to 
win them money. There is a considerable 
difference in my mind between winning races 
and winning money on the turf. The former 
Is a manly, exciting sport of emulation and 
rivalry, the latter too often an ignoble strug- 
gie to outwit other people.’’ These remarks 
were, however, but a prelude of what was to 
follow, and as remarked at the time, the lis- 
teners were intensely interested. That they 
were surprised is certain, for the following 
extractfrom Lord Durham’s speech is per- 
haps the gravest charge ever made by one 
English nobleman against another: 

There is a well-known, and what the sport- 
ing press calls a fashionable and arstocratic, 
racing stable that has been conspicuous 
throughout the racing season for the constant 
and ineaplicable in-and-out running of its 
horses. ‘Their running has surprised and dis- 
gusted the public; besides losing them their 
money it has driven the handicapper to his 
wit’s endto discover the true formof the 
horses he has to apportion weights to, and it 
has scandalized all true lovers of the sport of 
horse-racing. When I have asked those in au- 
thority what action they intended to take to 
rid us of this gang, and when I asked the 
handicapper why he does not put top weight 
on horses which are constantly epoil- 
ing his conscientious and well- meant en- 
deavors to roduce a good handicap 
the answeris always the same: ‘What can 
wedo? Wethink their doings are disgraceful, 
but they are too clever for us.’ If these 
horses had been mine I shouid long ago have 
insisted upon an explanation from their jockey 
of their peculiar running. Poasibly he could 
give a satisfactory reason for it; but the dark- 
est part of the matter is this—that the owners 
or nominal owners of the horses to which I am 
alluding win large stakes when their horses 
are successful, but do not lose much when 
— are beaten. If you wish to purify the 
turf you must go to the fountain-head. The 
Jockey Club members, with scarcely one ex- 
ception, are honorable, straightforward gen- 
tlemen. Lam certain that it is as much a mat- 
ter of regret to all of them as it is to me that 
some men equal to us in social position and in 
racing influence have failed to maintain the 
fair reputation of the turf.’’ 

This was an astounding statement. Those 
present well knew that the jockey speciaily 
alluded to was Charley Wood, while they 
could not help realizing that the stable charged 
was that owned by Sir George Chetwynd. 
Had the charges been made a few years ago 
the Prince of Wales would have been looked 
upon as a p to the transactions. But it 
has been gener understood that since the 
affair in Hyde Park between Lord Lonsdale 
and Sir George Chetwynd, about Mrs. Lang- 
try, the latter has been excluded from the 
Mariborough House list. 

The standing of both Lord Durham and Sir 
George Chetwynd on the turf has, howéver, 
been fairly good—the former perhaps the bet- 
ter of the two, inasmuch ashe did not make 
betting a specialty of his racing, while it was 
the reverse in the caseof Sir George Chet- 
wynd. Both were large owners, Lord Dur- 
ham’s stringin the spring numbering some 
twenty-four head, ot which half were 2-year- 
olds. Sir George Chetwynd also had a pretty 
big 1 * and they were in active service 
from the beginning of the season at Lincoln to 
the end of the season at Manchester. 
He won the first race of the y at 
Lincolu with Giesshubler, while during the 
autumn meetings the horses most prominent 
under the Chetwyrd straw and sky blue were

An Ancient Indictment for Bexing. 


The following interesting document has been 
discovered on the records of the August term, 
1812, of the Common Pleas Court of Cleve- 
land, and shows the feeling against boxing in 
those days: 


Indictment for Boxing Against John 8. Reide 
and Banks Finch. 

Be it remembered that at the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, held at Cleveland, in the County of 
Cuyahoga, on the 12th day of March, 1812, the 
jurors of the State of Ohio returned, impan- 
eled and sworn, do upon their oaths pre- 
sent that John 8. Reide of Black River, 
and Banks Finch of Huron Township, in said 
county, on the first day of February, with

He was universally respected by 
ball players and never in his long career was 
he ever accused of doing a mean act by either 
managers or players. © was one of the 
mainstays of the Athletics when they 
won the championship in 88, and one of the

EX-GOV.. JOHNSON’S OPINION or HIS-OWN 
AVAILABILITY. 


The New Candidate for Governor Unbosoms 
Himself— Enough Democratic and Re- 
publican Temperance Voters to Justify a 
„Run“ — Probable Stand of the State 
Convention onthe Prohibition Question 
—The Local Option and Sunday Laws. 


The announcement in the Sunday Posr-
